Narrow Escape For Occupants;

A fire which came very close to 
ending in tragedy completely de¬ 
stroyed the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Sperlak in East Coleman at 
three a.m. Wednesday. Only some 
insurance papers and a washing 
machine were saved. The house, 
furniture and clothing was a pile 
of ashes on Wednesday morning. 
So completely had the fire destroy¬ 
ed the log structure that only half 
a dozen charred logs remained in 
addition to some bricks and a 
shrivelled heater and stove. Dam¬ 
age is estimated to be approximate¬ 
ly $1400 and includes home, fur¬ 
nishings and clothing. 

The first warning of impending 
danger came when the 2Vz -year-old 
baby started to cry. By that time 
the kitchen was in flames and the 
parents and two children had to 
break the bedroom window and es¬ 
cape by that means. So close were 
the flames behind them that one 
of the children had the back of his 
head singed. 

Mr. Sperlak a few moments later 
gained re-entrance into the build¬ 
ing and saved some insurance pa¬ 
pers and a washing machine. The 
building soon became a roaring in¬ 
ferno and the heat so terrific that 
the fence started to smolder. 

The Sperlaks bought the build¬ 
ing from Syd. Emery six months 
ago, having previously resided at 
West Coleman. The house was built 
with logs and had four rooms. 

At the present time the Sperlak 
family are residing with neighbors.

Letters from Britain tell of the 
heroism and fortitude of the Brit¬ 
ish people against the bombing 
raids of the Nazis. The follow¬ 
ing letter was received by a local 
lady from her sister who has been 
experiencing the blitz for several 
months. 

“I am writing this while I am 
trying to keep awake as the lads 
are fast asleep with their clothes 
on ready to make a dash should 
the air raid siren go. Our raid 
shelter is sandbagged and heavily 
laden with tons of earth. One 
night a bomb whizzed past us as 
we tried to get into the narrow 
shelter. 

I have not a whole window in 
my house and have an electric 
light burning all day in the living 
room. I have to have the front 
door open if I want to see day 
light in the hall. 50 slates, two 
chimney, pots and thirteen bricks 
fell on our bed while we were 
in the shelter. All of our beds 
are wringing wet with rain. 

We are not short of food, nothing 
to waste of course. Good organ¬ 
ization serves everyone alike. We 
have a splendid anti aircraft de¬ 
fence and when there are waves 
of bombers shrapnel falls around 
the house and gardens like rvn 
and hail. 

The railway tracks are close to 
me. Troop and Red Cross trains 
have given me good comfort. You 
would be surprised to see how 
I cheerful the lads are.”

Canada Exported $78,479 Worth Of 
Old Bones Last Year 

Maj. R. J. Waterous of Brantford, 
Ont,, director of Canada’s, National 
Salvage campaign, pointed to the 
Dominion’s 1940 export of bones to 
the United States as “an amazing 
instance of what Canadians can do 
with cast-offs to help win the war.’’ 

From five provinces, said Maj. 
Waterous, Canada sent to the United 
States last year 70,073 hundred¬ 
weight of hones valued at $78,479. 
Ontario supplied more than half the 
total—37,775 hundredweight worth 
$47,931. 

“It's really surprising,” said the 
director. “This export means that 
more United States dollars are com- j 
ing into Cahada to help us along in j 
our war effort. Imagine if every 
Canadian realized the value of the old . 
bones and other junk he throws away j 
without a thought!”- 

A circular issued, by Hon. J. G. J 
Gardiner, Minister of National War j 
Services, announcing the salvage j 
campaign, said that “the salvage of' 
all household bones (other, than fish | 
bones)' is now urgent. This material! 
is used in the production of glycerin^! 
for explosives glues and fertilizers, 
all of which are essential in the pres¬ 
ent emergency. 

Maj. Waterous said; however, that 
while it was not a matter for his 
department to decide he did not 
think any attempt would be made by 
the Canadian Government to pro- 
i hibit further export of bones. 

“We are very glad to keep our 
markets open and bring in revenue,” 

J he said.

In the first place it should be noted that the decision is based on a 
false premise if' the decision, as intimated by Minister McLarty, is actu- j 
ated On the assumption that “unemployment is down now tO v the point where I 
only really unemployable and partly unemployable men are out of work | 
in the main.” 

In support of this contention Mr. McLarty quoted figures to show that 
out of 250,000 persons on direct reief in October only 62,500 were listed' 
as employable or partly employable, together with the declaration that 
“since then the total had undergone further substantial reductions but official 
figures were not available.” ■ 

Insofar as the prairie provinces are concerned it is well known that' 
in October while harvesting operations- are underway, or while if com- j 
pleted, reliefees are still living on the proceeds of harvest work, unemploy-! 
ment figures are down to the lowest point of the year. In November and j 
December, the relief rolls begin to fill up again and the incidence of. un¬ 
employment reaches its peak towards the resumption of agricultural opera¬ 
tions in the spring. That has been true throughout the depression decade 
and is still the situation, as perusal of provincial and municipal figures at 
the current time amply demonstrates.

On the contrary, in Saskatchewan particularly and to a‘lesser degree 
in Manitoba and Alberta, the relief rolls have been growing since October, 
and the lists include a proportion of employable and partly empoyable un¬ 
employed. In all three prairie provinces, provincial and municipal authori¬ 
ties recognize the fact that they still face an unemployment problem, in 
which employables are a considerable constituent. 

How long this condition will continue is, of course, unpredictable, but 
that it is a current problem on the prairies is undeniable. It is a condi- J 
tion which will have to be recognized by the federal government and some 
provision made for it, at least until the problem disappears or until such 
time as the provincial and municipal governments between them are in a 
financial position to take care of the entire load. 

It is gratifying, of course, to find that over the Dominion as a whole 
the unemployment curve has been trending sharply downward in the last' 
year or two. With the country at war when every able bodied man should

Fpr several years past Canada has 
imported about 1,000,000 bushels pf 
flaxseed for oil purposes, mainly from 
the Argentine.

Present 
price quotations show flax is worth 
slightly more than twice as much as

A Temporary Solution j 

Possibly a temporary solution of the problem may be found in some 
provision for transferring employable out-of-works from the prairie prov¬ 
inces where they are not needed, to the east, where their services could be | 
utilized to a useful purpose and’an essential effort. 

This possibility was well expressed recently by the Regina Leader- 
Post, in the following woida referring specifically to the problem as it 
exists in Saskatchewan: 

“There are not only hundreds of unskilled workers but also a con¬ 
siderable number of trained tradesmen in this province who are without 
work. True, their condition is complicated by the fact that in many cases 
♦hey are married men with families. But the fact remains that unless 
eastern industrial interests ease employment restrictions to the point of 
hiring them sight unseen, and something is done to assist them to ‘get to 
available jobs, they will remain unemployed. 

"Until employment service is put on a truly national basis, there will 
continue to be unemployment in some sections while others are crying for 
workers. There remains insufficient fluidity of labor in Canada at the very 
time when maximum movement is required. Something should be done 
about this.” 

What form assistance is going to take to enable the provinces and 
municipalities to assume a load which is beyond their ability to bear, may 
perhaps be known at Ottawa, but something will have to be done. No 
doubt, prairie representatives in Parliament will fully acquaint the powers 
that be with the situation and to such effect that the recent decision to 
cut off relief contributions will be modified.

The Gestapo rules in Poland 
with barbaric severity. Starving, 
driven from their homes, heavy 
prison sentences on trumped-up 
charges, the Poles face annihil¬ 
ation. 

The German Press announces a 
new series of executions. Litzman- 
stadter Zeitung reports five-year 
prison sentences for two Poles 
charged with listening to radio 
broadcasts from London. Mittle- 
deutscher Zeitung tells how the 
Polish proprietor of a restaurant 
was fined 50 marks for serving 
a drink to a Pole. 

Food rations in Poland are al¬ 
most twice as great for Germans 
as for Poles. 

In the Pomerania district, sale 
of fruit to Poles is forbidden. 

In Lodz, Poles may not buy 
linens. The Allensteiner Zeitung 
prints an order by Prussian 
authorities whereby Poles are re¬ 
quired to have special permits 
to enter church on Sundays and 
holidays. Clergy conducting mass 
forjdrte Polish people are obliged 
toinform the German police at 
least three days prior to the mass. 

Three thousand Polish priests 
are reported to be in concentra¬ 
tion camps. 

Confiscation of Polish homes and 
lands continues. While Poles 
hunger, Germany exports food 
from Poland to feed her armies. 

Yet the spirit of revolt is 
abroad. Here and there, through¬ 
out the occupied area, Polish pea¬ 
sants are beginning to resist. 
“Krakauer Zeitung” published by 
the German authorities reports a 
death sentence passed on a Po¬ 
lish peasant, by name Thomasz 
Bajik of Chechel, because he of¬ 
fered resistance to German police 


W E on the home front can 
and must do our part. We 
must continue to work un¬ 
ceasingly and produce more than 
ever in order to pay much heavier 
taxes than ever.

Schools Inspector 
A. Reeves Addressed 
Lions Club 

Talks on New Method of Edu¬ 
cation and Itg Results; Frank 
Hastie Moved Message of 
Thanks 

Inspector Arthur Reeves of Pin- 
cher Creek school district, was the 
guest of the Lions Club at their 
banquet on Tuesday evening. He 
chose as his topic “Progressive Ed¬ 
ucation.” 

Inspector Arthur Reeves was a 
very interetsing and enthusiastic 
speaker, well qualified for making 
such a talk. He is a very ardent 
supporter of the new teaching 
methods that are being introduced. 

He opened with a ghort account : 
of how schools were managed in 
the past, not only in Canada, but 
in the U.S.A. and abroad. Results, 
to date, have proven that the pres- | 
ent system is turning out better j 
students; students that can qualify 
for their respective “Life Duties” 1 
with a greater knowledge; a know¬ 
ledge that has been attained through 
practical work and not just through 
reading alone. The student now 
learns by doing. 

Following the old method a stud¬ 
ent passed to another grade ac¬ 
cording to his exams at the end of 
the year. Now a pupil is passed on 
what he actually does through the 
year; not only in his educational 
• ability, but in his physical and so¬ 
cial activities. Tljey learn to work 
as a group. The new method gives 
the student more freedom and 
movement. They get to know one 
another and how to work with one 
. another. 

This new method, according to 
Mr. Reeveses by no means working 
out to the best satisfaction as yet. 

It can still be improved in many 
ways. For one thing the teachers 
find it very difficult, as they are 
not familiar with the new teachings 
and therefore cannot bring the 
children up to standard as well as 
they might. This new method is 
much more expensive and takes in 
much more work, as far as the 
teachers are concerned. 

He pointed out the reaction of 
children upon the arrival of an in¬ 
spector at a school. They become 
afraid. He gave his own opinion 
on that and said that he could not 
understand just why they acted 
that way. He tries to make them 
take a different attitude and even 
plays the old odd game of ball with 
them in order to chase their fears 
away and look upon him with a 
different aspect. 

A brief discussion on the topic 
took place, followed by a message 
of thanks given by Frank Hastie.

The King Exercising His Authority, 
Luke 19: 45, 46.

CABBAGES AND STRAWBERRIES 
SOURCE OF VITAMIN C 


The old scourge of seamen, soldiers 
and explorers, namely scurvy, whic|i 
was caused by lack of fresh fruits, 
vegetables and fresh food generally 
and for which lime-juice (really 
lemon juice) was a specific, is now 
readily prevented by the use of either 
cabbage or strawberries. 

Of strawberries from three to five 
ounces (say 30 berries) or about one 
to four ounces of cabbage daily will 
suffice to prevent scurvy. Many other 
foods, such for example as spinach, 
turnips, or potatoes do equally well.
